field  Buihiing  and  Loan  Assuciabon  was 
held  on.  YVednesilay  evening  in  No.  1 
Martin  s  Block.  The  increased  interest 
in  this  new  project  was  shown  by  a  much 
larger  at ten<  lance  tlian  at  the  former 
meeting.  Mr.  Morris.. Van  YTiet,  chair 
man  of  the  previous  meebng  presided. 

It  w  as  statM  that  a  meeting  was  being 
held  on  Glen  wood  Avenue  with  the  view 
of  forming  a  similar  society  and  that  there 
was  a  desire  f  .r  a  union  of  forces  to  form 
Association  instead  of  two 
A  committee  was  there¬ 
upon  oppointed  to  visit  the  Glen  wood 
Avenue  meeting,  with  instructions  to  in 
rite  those  there  associates!  to  join  the 
company  assembled  in  Martin’s  Building 
and  participate  in  adopting  a  constitution 
and  organizing  a  permanent  Association. 
This  committee  discharged  its  duty,  and 
a  delegation  from  the  Gleenwood  Avenue 
meeting  was  sent  back  with  them,  to  re¬ 
port  that  their  associates  were  unwilling 
to  join  a  society  already  incorjiorated. 

The  explanation  was  made  that  under 
the  law  governing  the  formation  of  these 
societies,  a  charter  must  be  applied  for 
and  taken  out  before  any  substanial  work 
of  organization  could  be  commenced;  this 
had  been  done,  but  no  constitution  had 
been  adopted  nor  directors  or  other  offi¬ 
cers  elected.  Mr.  Henderson,  the  repre- 
senative  from  the  Gleenwood  Avenue 
meeting  then  suggested  that  if  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  would  suspend  their  organization 
so  that  all  could  meet  as  citizens  and  be¬ 
gin  anew,  he  believed  a  consolidation 
could  be  effected.  A  motion  was  then 
adopted  to  reorganize,  the  temporary  offi¬ 
cers  to  be  chosen  by  the  joint  meeting,  if 
the  other  proposed  society  came  over  at 
once.  The  committee  then  returned  and 
a  recess  was  taken,  when  Mr.  Henderson 
returned  and  reported  that  his  associates 
would  join  if  an  adjournment  for  a  week 
w*as  made,  to  enable  them  to  get  all  their 
prospective  stockholders  to  participate. 

After  discussion,  the  committee  was 
authorized  to  report  that  further  conces¬ 
sions  could  not  be  made,  and  that  the 
Association  would  proceed  to  organize 
under  the  charter  they  had  taken. 

The  plan&  to  effect  a  union  haring  thus 
failed  the  meeting  went  into  committee 
of  the  whole  on  the  consideration  of  a 
constitution  and  adopted  in  the  main  the 
work  of  the  sub-committee. 

Those  present  then  signed  the  consti¬ 
tution,  and  paid  the  prescribed  initiation 
fee  of  one  dollar  for  each  member  and 
stated  the  number  of  shares  he  would 
take. 

A  committee  was  then  appointed  to 
procure  the  necessary  books,  seal,  etc.  for 
commencing  the  work  of  the  Association. 
The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  meet  at 
the  same  place  on  the  2d  Monday  of  Oc¬ 
tober,  which  will  be  the  first  regular 
meeting  of  the  incorporated  Association, 
when  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secre¬ 
tary,  Tresurer  and  nine  Directors  are  to 
be  elected.

The  Preacher  sail! :  The  tex|ri*  a  very 
popular  one.  A  great  many  ]«iq>le  like 
to  quote  it  as  authority  for  tipplpig;  but 
the  great  trouble  with  them  is  that  they 
only  remember  a  part  of  it ;  it  ii  so  hard 
to  remember  a  long  text.  “Take  a  little 
wine  for  thy  stomach's  sake"  is  about  as 
much  as  they  can  quota  By  considering 
the  tr/iole  text  we  find  it  is  of  the  nature 
of  a  medical  prescription ;  as  though  the 
apostle  had  said  “  Don't  drink  any  more 
coffee  but  use  a  little  lime  watef,”  or,  “I 
advise  you  to  takti^a  little  bnUadunna 
(deadly  nightshade.)  If  the  apostle  had 
given  such  a  prescription  who  would  feel 
justified,  on  that  account,  in  drinking  the 
poison  every  day?  . 

We  have  come  together  tonight  to  learn 
what  is  the  Bible  doctrine  abouCtotal  ab¬ 
stinence.  Not  what  you  or  I  think,  but 
what  does  God’s  Word  sayl  This  ques 
tion  is  not  to  be  settled  by  our  old  English 
version  alone,  for  the  Hebrew  Bible  con¬ 
tains  thirteen  different  words  which  in 
our  translation  are  rendered  “  wine.”  We 
find  these  words  sometimes  “  blessed  of 
God”  and  sometimes  “cursed  of  God.” 
Moreover,  the  question  cannot  be  settled 
by  the  derivation  of  the  original  words, 
but  only  by  the  context.  Ouq.  of  these 
words  always  meaning  unfermenled  wine, 
is  used  much  oftener  than  any  of  the  oth¬ 
ers  and  is  always  blessed  of  God.  The 
other  words  sometimes  mean  unftnnented 
and  sometimes  fermented  or  intoxicating 
wine,  and  the  context  always  shows  which 
kind  is  referred  to.  The  word  b-o-w, 
bow,  sometimes  means  one  thing  and 
sometimes  another  but  We  never  have  any 
difficulty  in  discovering  its  true  meaning 
when  we  find  it  in  a  sentence. 

The  various  texts  which  art1  often 
quoted  as  favoring  the  use  of  intoxicating 
beverages  were  then  examined  and  shown 
to  contain  no  authority  for  such  use,  but 
rather  the  contrary.  YVhen  the  text  of 
the  evening  was,  upon  a  certain  occasion, 
quoted  for  this  purpose  to  an  Irish  min¬ 
ister  who  was  preaching  total  abstin¬ 
ence,  he  replied  “My  name  is  not  Timo¬ 
thy  and  I  have  >  &  trouble  wtih  Wy  stom¬ 
ach.” 

After  disposing  of  the  Old  Testament 
texts  it  was  shown  that,  with  only  one 
exceptional  case,  the  same  Greek  word  is 
always  used  in  the  New  Testament  to  sig¬ 
nify  wine  of  any  kind.  Particular  refer¬ 
ence  was  made  to  the  “  water  ,■ which  was 
made  wine  at  the  wedding  in  Cana.”  Con¬ 
sidering  the  manner  in  which  grapes — 
God’s  purple  wine  bottles — are  used  in 
Oriental  lands,  the  juice  being  squeezed 
by  the  hand  from  the  duster  and  caught 
in  a  goblet  which  is  immediately  handed 
to  the  guest  and  the  fact  that  in  such  coun¬ 
tries  thjs  is  technically  known  as  “good 
wine,”  we  could  come  to  no  other  conclu¬ 
sion  than  that  the  wine  created  by  Jesus 
Christ  at  Cana  was  unfermented. 

In  conclusion  it  was  asked  how  the  idea 
could  for  a  moment  be  entertained  that 
God  who  always  represents  Himself  as 
abhorrent  of  all  evil  and  one  who  cannot 
be  guilty  of  any  deception,  who  has  en¬ 
acted  the  most  beneficent  lawg  for  tlie 
government  of  his  creatures  and  has 
again  and  again  forbidden  the  use  of 
strong  i drink,  and  pronounced  his  curse 
upon  those  who  disobey,  should  yet  en¬ 
courage  such  a  thing.  Look  |  into  our 
asylums,  and  almshouses,  jails  and  pris¬ 
ons,  yes — and  into  the  Bottomless  Pit 
also,  afid  see  how  large  a  proportion  of 
their  inmates  came  there  through  the  use 
of  strong  drink  and  then  ask  yourself  if 
you  can  believe  that  a  God  of  infinite 
love  and  pity  and  tenderness  could  ever 
give  one  word  of  encouragement  to  a 
course  of  life  which’ causes  such  misery.
